UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
9—Union Miniere du Haut-Ka- 
tanga, the big international 
mining and commercial firm, 
was accused by acting United 
Nations Secretary General U 
Thant yesterday of building 
armored cars and bombs and 
putting mercenaries on pay- 
roll as a part of its support for 
Moise Tshombe’s_ secessionist 
movement in The Congo 

Thant’s accusations 
Union Miniere were contained 
in an exchange of cablegrams 
with Paul-Henri Spaak, Foreign 
Minister of Belgium. Spaak had 
urged that the property of the 
a vate company be protected in 

the fighting in The Congo 

An article in the current issue 
of Business Week says the Union 
Miniere, owned chiefly by Bel- 
gian, British and French in- 
terests, contributes $50,000,000 
or about 60 per cent the 
Tshombe governments $84,000,- 
000 budget. Company profits are 
running at the rate of $47,000,000 
a year, the article says. 

Use of Communications, 

Spaak said it is impossible for 
the company to refuse the use of 
its communications facilities to 
Tshombe’s troops and com- 
plained that U.N. officials. in 
Elisabethville had threatened to 
treat such facilities as military 
targets. 

Thant replied that he would 
make every effort to avoid the 
needless destruction of property, 
but that “‘if these installations 
are used for military purposes 
by the Katangan gendarmerie, 

tary considerations must of 
necessity prevail.”’ 

The Secretary General went on 
te say to spaak that ‘‘according 
to unimpeachable sources, of- 
ficials of the Union Miniere 
have proudly admitted the manu- 
facture of gendarmerie armored 
cars and of bombs which have 
been dropped on the airport 
and United Nations headquarters 
in. Elisabethville. 

‘Tt is also a well-known: fact 
that Union Miniere have never 
dénied having made it possible 
for the mercenaries to go under- 
ground by putting them nominal- 
Iy on their payroll... 

_“T can. assure you that the 
United Nations will willingly as- 
Sure the protection of the instal- 
Jations of the Union Miniere pro- 
wided Union Miniere officials 
seek such assistance and also 
et op their hostile actions against 
the Unite ad Nations.” 

. Belgian Reaction Cited. 

: In one of his cablegrams, 
®paak pointed to what he said 
was unfavorable Belgian reac- 
tion to the death of Belgians in 
Katanga. He asked Thant to is- 
Sue orders that Belgian civilian 
dives be spared. 

' “Belgium,” said Spaak, ‘‘can- 
not see what political line is 
being followed or what legal 
basis there is for the United Na- 
tions action.” ‘The U.N. opera- 
tion, he said, seems “‘all out of 
proportion” to Security Council 
resolutions under it 
being conducted. 

He accused the U.N. forces of 
firing on a hospital, in violation 
of the Geneva convention, and 
on private homes. 

Thant, is reply, said that he 
*““must most vigorously refute” 
the charge that the Geneva con- 
vention had been violated by 
U.N. troops. 

“Indeed,” he said, “their dis- 
cipline and their behavior give 
me very great pride.” Every 
elfort is bing made, Thant said, 
to protect civilian lives and 
property. 

Noa-African Fighters. 

*‘But there is evidence,”’ Thant 
cOntinued, ‘“‘that since the be- 
ginning of the operation certain 
non-Alrican civilians have par- 
ticipated in the fighting against 
the United Nations troops and, in 
Particular, many  non-African 
Civilians have sniped at United 
Nations troops from the shelter 
af private houses and buildings. 

‘In self-defense, United Na- 
tions troops had to take action 
against these civilians.”

That action, the Secretary 
General said, was taken because 
the U.N. had “‘no alternative but 
to use the force necessary in self- 
defense to insure the security of 
its communications, as also its 
freedom of movement.” 

Such measures, Thant said, 
clearly are authorized by Secur- 
ity Council resolutions.

An announcement ® expected 
after consultation with the coun- 
tries nominated for addition to 
the East-West group whose nego- 
tiations collapsed. at Geneva in 
June 1960. Other countries also 
were to be consulted before the 
new lineup is made public, the 
sources said. 

France Dissatisfied. 

France is said to be dissatis 
fied by the new set-up, presuma- 
woly because none of the former 
French colonies in Africa was 
included. 

It was unofficially reported 
that the new committee would 
include Mexico, . Brazil, India, 
Ghana, Nigeria and Ireland or 
Sweden. These would be added 
to the original group which com- 
prised the United States, Britain, 
France, Italy, Canada, Russia, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and Romania. 


Acting Secretary General 
Thant told the United Nations 
General Assembly, meanwhile, 
that the Katanga situation made 
it impossible for him to estimate 
U.N. costs in The Congo in 1962. 
But he made plain it would not go 
below $10,000,000 a month for 
some time. 

‘‘The task of guiding the Congo 
operation . . . becomes possible 
of achievement,’’ Thant said in 
his 600-word message, ‘“‘only if 
I can count on the good will of 
member governments and espe- 
cially their readiness to provide 
(the) financial support.” 

Seeks Approval of Plan. 

Thant has been trying to drum 
up approval for his plan to float 
a $200,000,000 bond issue to keep 
the U.N. out of bankruptcy until 
September when the next assem- 
bly convenes. 

The United States and six other 
nations have proposed that the 
World Court be asked to rule on 
whether Russia and other nations 
have a right to refuse to pay 
their share of the Congo bill and 
continue to vote. The Soviet 
Union has served notice that it 
does not recognize the court as 
competent to deal with the ques- 
tion. 

France, South Africa and Por- 
tugal have also refused to pay 
their share of the costs. Of the 
103 U.N. members only 16 so 
far have paid any part of their 
1961 assessment. 

The United States, in addition 
to paying its Congo assessment 
of nearly $36,000,000, is contribut- 
ing more than $15,000,000 to help 
defray 50 per cent or more of 
the assessments of the small na- 
tions. 
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Issues Encyclical on 


1500th Anniversary 


of’Death of St. Leo, Pontiff 
of Early Church. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 9 (UPT) 
—Pope John XXIII compared 
today the plight of the modern 
world, threatened by Commu- 
nism and other ills, with the 
ages when barbarians 
were at the gates of Rome. 

The comparison was made in 
an encyclical in Latin, titled 
from its first three words 
‘Aeterna Dei Sapientia” (The 


Eternal Wisdom of God) written | 
by the Pontiff on the 1500th anni- | 


versary of the death of St. Leo, 
Pope of the early church. 


The lengthy document, dated 
Nov. ll, was released today. 

The encyclical eulogized St. 
Leo as ‘“‘the very greatest of 
the great popes,”’ who in the 
fifth century prevented Attila 
the Hun and Genserich, the king 
of the Vandals, from overwhelm- 
ing Rome, then the seat of civi- 
lization. 

Attila, know as “the scourge 
of God,’’ was persuaded to retire 
to what later became Hungary. 

“Venerable brothers,” the 
Pope said in his encyclical, ‘‘the 
fifteenth centenary of the death 
of St. Leo the Great finds the 
Catholic Church in somewhat the 
sorrowful condition as it 
in the fifth century. 

“How many troubles, in fact, 
afflict the Church in our days 
and find an echo in our paternal 
soul. , x 

‘We see that in many -coun 
tries the faith of the Gospel is 
in danger. And there are at- 
tempts, most of which are des- 
tined to fail, thank God, to de- 
tach from the center of Catholic 
unity, that is to say from the 
Roman see, wee priests and 
faithful.

a clear papal reference to Com- 
munist attempts to set up ‘na 
tional” Catholic churches and 
force local Catholic hierarchy 
to renounce their allegiance to 
the Pope and the Vatican. 

In some cases, priests in Iron 
Curtain countries have been 
forced or ‘‘persuaded” to pledge 
allegiance to the Red state 
church bureaus in precedence to 
Rome. 

“With the purpose of offsetting 
such grave dangers,’”’ the Pon- 
tiff said, ‘“‘We confidently invoke 
on the militant Church the pro- 
tection of the Holy Pontiff (Leo) 
who worked, wrote and suffered 
so much for the cause of Cath- 
olic unity.” 

The unity of catholicism and 
the hoped-for ‘‘world-wide recon- 
ciliation’”’ of all Christendom 
would serve as a_ bulwark 
against the evils of the world. 
the Pope said, 

Pope John expressed hope that 
differences between the Christian 
religions would be overcome. 

“Once the sorrowful contrast 
of opinions about the doctrine 
and the pastoral action of the 
immortal Pontiff is overcome, 
the doctrine which they also pro- 
fess to believe will shine in great 
light: “There is only a single God 
and only one mediator between 
God and men, Jesus Christ’.”’ he 
said. 

Pope John referred to th 
ecumenical council of about 2000 
of the world’s Catholic hierarchy 
which is expected to open in the 
Vatican late next year and at 
which church unity is a central 
theme. 

Non-Catholic Christian ob- 
servers will be invited to the 
council, the first such Vatican 
meeting since 1870.

Terms Defined. 


The proposed City-County Borough Plan 
has touched off a hot debate in certain seg- 
ments of the community. Listening io zealots 
promoting or opposing the idea is like hear- 
ing a Siamese and a Russian, neither know- 
ing the language of the other, trying to 
carry on a conversation in their native 
tongues. Not much gets through either to 
the participants or to the casual listener. 

Take the statement of Richard D. Shew- 
maker, one of the architects of the borough 
concept, that consolidation of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county under a single government 
can be achieved only by a state constitutional 
amendment. If so, then why all the outraged 
cries from St. Louis county officials who see 
the proposed amendment as an insidious 
scheme permitting outstate voters to impose 
on the county a government it doesn’t want? 

‘ ~ ~ 

Technically Mr. Shewmaker is correct; he 
and his opposition are talking different lan- 
guages. Strictly speaking the borough plan 
is not a merger plan. The key word in Mr. 
Shewmaker’s statement is “consolidation,” 
meaning as he uses it that the plan provides 
for dissolving all the existing local govern- 
ments in city and county and uniting them in 
a single new entity with a brand new charter. 
This is not quite the same thing as the “mer- 
ger” that Mr. Shewmaker and several of his 
colleagues pushed in the last Metropolitan 
30ard of Freeholders, Under merger, the 
City of St. Louis would absorb all of the local 
governments in St. Louis county, and the en- 
larged city then would be governed by the 
City of St. Louis’s existing Charter. 

The Missouri Constitution permits the peo- 
ple of city and county to set up a Board of 
Metropolitan Freeholders to reorganize their 
governmental affairs in one of four general 
ways, including merger but not consolidation. 
To permit consolidation of ‘ty and county 
the constitutional rules have to be changed, 
which is what Mr. Shewmaker and his borough 
plan committee propose. 

The borough plan advocates could have 
drafted a constitutional amendment that was 
merely an enabling act, adding ‘“‘consolida- 
tion” as a fifth possible option open to use 
by a city-county board of freeholders. Such 
a consolidation plan then would have to be 
submitted for approval by concurrent ma- 
jorities in city and county. 

That Mr. Shewmaker’s group chose instead 
to draft a self-executing consolidation plan 
grows out of their feeling that the principal 
problem in this area is governmental frag- 
mentation, and that the only practical way to 
deal with it is in a state-wide vote where pa- 
rochial interests in either St. Louis or the 
county would have a minimum opportunty to 
veto change. 

- * * 

Consolidation as in the borough plan does 
enjoy-some advantages over a straight mer- 
ger as considered and rejected by the Metro- 
politan Freeholders of 1958-59. It permits 
the drafting of a wholly new charter for the 
new governmental entity; it permits the con- 
solidation to take place without requiring a 
simultaneous consolidation of the school dis- 
tricts 

But the plan has its drawbacks, too. Instead 
of debating the propriety of forcing a state- 
wide election on it, the metropolitan com- 
munity ought to face up to the fact that there 
probably will be a state-wide election, and 

begin examining the proposal on its merits. 
For example, the municipal primary and gen- 


eral electaénsiGiundeté the plan would, be 


changed from the spring of the year, as it 
present, to the. same time as the state pri- 
mary in August and the general election in 
November, a provision we find objectionable. 
A full-scale debate on the plan itself is in 
order. 


Alls Well at the Bar 


Insects on the plains of Spain have eaten 
up most of the green olives grown for the 
enhancement of American martinis. Accord- 
ing to an alert from the Wall Street Journal, 
the price of cocktail olives may set a new 
high-jump record. In any case—and at any 
price—there will not be enough of them to 
meet the demand at the bar. 

This, undeniably, is distressing news to the 
orthodox mixer and fancier Jf inartinis who 
naturally disdain onions, lemon-peel or the 
like in a glass. Desperation, however, dues 
not compel them to such innovations. 

They may still use olives—ripe olives. Drop 
one of these regal purple orbs into a glass, 
add an extra dash of golden vermouth, and 
with the pride of the hard-pressed call it a 
royal martini. Just what’s needed to get 
through a tight season in high style—majesty. 


Uncle Sam, Employer 

Government service should be happier and 
more efficient as a result of ithe recognition 
that has at last been given, through President 
Kennedy, to the right of Federal employes to 
join unions, and the duty of Federal agencies 
to deal with them. 

It will necessarily be a relationship differ- 
ent from that existing in private employment. 
The strike weapon is properly renounced, as 
are the closed and union shops. Excluded 
from negotiation are salaries and working 
conditions fixed by Congress, Civil Service 
requirements, agency regulations and Gov- 
ernment-wide personnel policies. | 

But there remains a wide area in which 
organizations of workers can be useful, prin- 
cipally in communicating ideas, smoothing 
out frictions and frustrations, improving the 
work environment, developing career poli- 
cies, making their views known “n rates of 
pay and job classifications. Not the least 
of their functions will be that of gaining the 
proper ear—whether of the immediace super- 
visor, the President or Congress, or the public. 

‘Public workers,” as a special committee 
of the American Bar Association said six 
years ago, “should not be expected to make 
any non-essential sacrifices in their conditions 
of employment because they chose the pub- 
lic rather than the private sector of the econ- 
o1iy as the scene of their labors.” 


Yet often they have been compelled to do 
so, largely through isolation, and some have 
been more compelled than others. The ab- 
sence of an official policy has led to .nequali- 
ty of treatment, with only about a iourth of 
Government employes represented by unions 
and those concentrated largely in a few 
groups, principally in the Post Office 
Department. 

This has been a source of unfairness since 
the first labor organizations sprang up among 
Government employes nearly 60 years ago; 


and a cause for growing embarrassment dur- 
ing roughly the latter half of that time, since 
the National Labor Relations Act involved 
Government in establishing for private enter- 
prise rules of fair employment which it had 
not even begun to formulate for itself. 

The executive order which President Ken- 
nedy proposes to issue before the end of the 
month will, we believe, enhance the attractive- 
ness of Government service. It should facili- 
tate the recruitment of superior talent, al- 
ways a problem; reduce the high and costly 
turnover of employes, a source of major 
waste and inefficiency; and generate an in- 
creasing supply of constructive ideas. 


The Prairie and The Rivers 

Pride of ownership of land is a- deep hu- 
man emotion that is just as strong in a Twen- 
tieth Century suburbanite as it was in a 
medieval lord of the manor. So it is no won- 
der that proposals to convert river banks in 
the Ozarks and the Kansas prairie into Na- 
tional Parks have aroused opposition. 

State Senator Earl Blackwell of Hillsboro 
said of the Ozark opposition: “the sum and 
substance of their complaints is that they 
don’t want their land taken.” Secretary of 
the Interior Udall found the same complaint 
when he was ejected from a ranch in the 
Flint Hills grasslands of Kansas. 

The Kansas ranchers'and the Ozark park 
opponents should remember this reply by 
Udall: “If we're going to save a few places 
for future generations, someone has to give.” 

The Missouri Legislature's Joint Commit- 
tee on Outdoor Recreation Resources, of 
which Senator Blackwell is a member, recog- 
nized the need for preserving the beauty of 
the Ozark rivers from the ravages of unlim- 
ited development when it endorsed legisla- 
tion to create a national park or monument 
along the rivers, 

Senator Blackwell reported that hearings 
in 10 counties affected by the proposed 
Ozarks park produced no convincing evidence 
of the merits of a proposal that the Forest 
Service develop the rivers through scenic 
easements. 

The National Park Service has had experi- 
ence with easements and uvpposes them be- 
cause they are difficult to administer and do 
not give the same protection as ownership. 
The Army Engineers have found the cost of 
a scenic easement and the cost of outright 
land purchase to be about the same. When 
a landowner gives a scenic easement he gives 
up all right to develop his land and restricts 
drastically the use he can make of it. He 
has to continue to pay real estate taxes on 
the land. What owner would be satisfied 
with less than the entire value of his land 
as compensation for giving up so much in 
an easement? 

The Missouri legislative committee joins 
an impressive number of public and private 
groups supporting a National Park for the 
Ozarks. Congress this coming session should 
realize that support for the Park in Missouri 
is overwhelming despite a nighly vocal dis- 
senting minority. 


A Start Against Auto Fumes 

The campaign against automobile fumes, 
which are a serious menace to health as well 
as an irritant, is at last getting started in low 
gear. No doubt as a result of prodding from 
Abraham Ribicoff, Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, the Automobile Manu- 
facturers Association has recommended that 
each new car and truck be equipped with an 
anti-pollution device beginning with the 1963 
models. As all such manufacturers ; ormally 
conform with recommendations of this organ- 
ization, action seems certain. 

For about $5 a device can be installed 
which will return so-called blow-by gases 
into the cylinders where they will be burned 
in the engine. Although blow-by gases ac- 
count for only 20 to 40 per cent of the hydro- 
carbons emitted, at least a good start will 
have been made. The next step is perfection 
of a low cost device to control fumes from 
the exhaust pipe. There is too much evidence 
that. hydrocarbons are a causative factor in 
cancer, asthma, bronchitis and heart disease 
to be content with winning only half the 
battle. 


No Midgets 


Assurances have been given by William L. 
Cary, head of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, that the SEC investigation of the 
securities business will be conducted thor- 
oughly but decorously. “This is not a pub- 
licity venture,” Mr. Cary said recently. “There 
will be no midget perched on anyone’s lap.” 

The fact is that conditions under which 
stocks are bought and sold are quite differ- 
ent today from what they were in 1933 when 
Congress looked into operations of the stock 
exchanges and created the regulatory SEC. 
It was in that period that a publicity man 
conceived the idea of having a midget sit on 
J. P. Morgan’s knee to help create a favorable 
public image of the remote financial giant. 

The abuses of 30 years ago have been 
eliminated, but some new problems have 
cropped up. One involves the handling of 
over-the-counter securities, those not listed 
on stock exchanges. There are about 50,000 
such issues, many of them small. They are 
often not listed to avoid the sovernment re- 
quirement that listed companies must disclose 
their financial condition. The disclosure re- 
quirement is held to put small companies at 
a competitive disadvantage. 

Mr. Cary thinks that in principle over-the- 
counter investors should have the same pro- 
tection as investors in listed securities, and 
so they should. But an equitable system of 
putting this into effect might be difficult to 
work out. Perhaps a formula will emerge 
from the public hearings the SEC will hold 
early next year. 


Fateful British Decision 

Some of the romance, and much of the con- 
fusion, of the British monetary system is re- 
ported on the way out. Instead of 12 pence 
making a shilling and 20 shillings a pound, 
proposed new coinage is expected to be based 
on a primary unit of 10 shillings, now worth 
$1.40. The decision has not actually been 
announced, and the change in any event will 
take several years to become fully effective. 
Also, it will cost an estimated $358,000,000. 
That seems like a lot, but the price of change 
will rise 50 per cent if the decision, under 
consideration for many years, is delayed an- 
other decade. So we urge the British to pro- 
ceed, let the bob and the quid fall where 
they may. ! 
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Statute Against Sunday Sales Raises Knotty Problem for State Supreme Court

Should stores be allowed to be open 
on Sunday? With more and more re- 
tail business activity in our urban 
areas, Missouri’s Sunday sales law is 
back in the news. In some parts of 
the state drives are being made to en- 
force the law against merchants who 
stay open on Sunday. Much of the 
pressure to stop Sunday business is 
coming from people who do not want 
to work en that day of the week.

The United States Su- 

preme Court upheld the general prin- 

ciple of states barring sales on Sun- 

day on the basis that it is within their 

police power to set aside a day of 

rest. The case presently in our state 

court apparently accepts that princi- 

ple, but proceeds on the theory that 

Missouri's particula’ law is worded in 
terms too general. 

To understand the problem clearly, 
we might note that our state law is 
divided into two sections. The first 
section provides for a .aaximum of 
$50 fine for anyone selling ‘‘goods, 
Wares or merchandise’ on Sunday. 
The second section says that this law 
shall not be construed to prevent the 


sale of ‘‘any drug or medicines, pro- 
visions or other articles of immediate 
necessity.”’ It is this second’ section 
that causes the real controversy. Just 
what is meant by “articles of imme 
diate necessity”? : 

[he attackers of the law claim that 
these words are too broad and general 
and set no standard for the courts or 
juries to determine guilt except by 
pure guesswork. The defenders of the 
law maintain that it has been on the 
books for well over 100 years without 
being disturbed by the courts; that 
there is much legal precedent for the 
interpretation of the words; and that 
there has been no problem in admin- 
istering the law today, 


One can well ponder over numerous 
items that have come to be so im- 
portant in our modern, complex. so- 
ciety. No object is a thing of immedi- 
ate necessity unless someone requires 
it right. now. Even medicine is of no 
value to the person who never has to 
take it. On the other hand, a simple, 
commonplace item becomes one of 
great need when not available. An in- 
stance of.this might be a fuse to keep 
a freezer running and prevent spoil- 
age of food. Very few people would 
ever need one on a Sunday, but for 
the person who does, he stands to suf- 
fer perhaps a great financial loss un- 
less he can buy one quickly.

It can 
sav that the words “‘articles of imme- 
diate necessity’ are too general and 
so uncertain that it is unfair to expect 
a merchant to have to take his chances 
in staying open and selling something 
which he cannot honestly determine 


Seaway Proves Its Worth From The Kansas City 


The third season on the St. Lawrence 
seaway is ending on a bright note.

Between Bo O k Ends Transformation Story 


GENERAL DELLA ROVERE, by Indro 
Montanelli (trans. from the Italian by 
Adrienne Foulke). (Doubleday, $2.59, 
95 pgs.) 

Montanelli, an Italian journalist im- 
prisoned by the Germans in 1944, has 
written an unusual story about a fel- 
low prisoner As its sub-title suggests, 
“The Story of the Great Days of an 
Unintentional Hero,” it centers around 
the transformation of a slick oppor- 
tunist ifto a brave man. This extra- 
ordinary change has its beginnings 
when the real General Rovere lands 
on the Italian coast as an allied agent 
late in World War Hl. The Nazis, who 
have been tipped off, are waiting for 
the General and plan to force him to 
betray his fellow officers. 

When Rovere is mistakenly killed 
while trying to escape, the Nazi com- 
mander is furious. But quite by chance 


at that very moment a civilian named 
Grimaldi is brought before him to be 
punished for impersonating an Italian 
officer. Claiming to have connections 
with high ranking Nazis, Grimaldi has 
been swindling relatives of imprisoned 
soldiers by promising to secure their 
release. 

Seeing a way out of his difficulty, 
the Nazi officer offers Grimaldi a deal 
—if he will. take the place of Rovere 
and go to prison long enough to ex- 
pose the rest of the conspirators, he 
can go free. Grimaldi, a confirmed 
opportunist, welcomes the opportunity. 

For a while he succeeds brilliantly 
in imitating the dead general. But he 
is not prepared to cope with the enor- 
mous respect accorded him by the 
other prisoners for his courage and 
dedication to the Italian cause no mat- 
ter how violent the threats of the Na- 


us a necessity; and in failing to offer 
for sale something which in fact may 
be a legal necessity, the public suffers 
in being deprived of it on Sunday. Or 
it can declare the words in issue to be 
sufficiently understood by legal prece- 
dent and common usage. It can rule 
that the judges and juries in each com- 
munity are well qualified to know the 
accepted needs of the people who live 
there; and that this is as it should be. 

In any event, it will be a knotty 
problem for the court. As to the law 
itself, the legislature can always re- 
peal, modify or strengthen it accord 
ing to the desires of the people of the 
state as a whole. 

Speaking of blue laws, there are two 
more old ones still on Missouri’s books 
today. These run right along with 
Sunday sales. The first is entitled, 
“Sabbath breakirg,”’ and fixes a max- 
imum fine of $50 for every person who"; 
labors or permits or compels his em- 


ploye to labor on Sunday; or for every ! 


person guilty of hunting game or. 
shooting on Sunday. It excepts “‘house- . 
hold offices of daily necessity or other . 
works of necessity or charity.” The: 
second law construes the first, exempt-~ 
ing any person who is a member of a 
religious society by whom anv other 
day than Sunday is observed as a 
Sabbath. Also, it singles out and al- 
lows a ferryman to carry passengers 
on any day of the week. 

Some interesting conclusions could 
be drawn from these sections by a 
man from Mars should he land in Mis- 
souri on a Sunday. Not the least of 
his impressions would be one that the 
ferryman holds a position of high au- 
thority in our state. Few of us could 
tell him where to find one.

A GOOD MANY of us would 
be a lot more comfortable in 


| winter if we'd face up to the 


fact that with the existing heat- 
ing system, certain portions of 
the house will never be really 
\comfortable during cold weather. 
The areas in quégtion are usual- 
ly those that have been added to 
the house. Enclosed porches, 
for example, are often on the 
cool side during winter. 

Often a wing is added with 
the fond hope that the existing 
heating system will have the 
capacity to handle this added 
More often than not the 
system does not have the 
capacity and so the addition re- 
mains cool, 

If you have areas in your 
house that are hard to heat and 
it is not too practical either to 
enlarge the existing system or 
improve the distribution of heat, 
you should consider using some 
sort of auxiliary heating equip- 
ment. 

From the standpoint of ease 
of installation, electrical space 
heaters obviously are the best. 
Many can operate on the stand- 
ard 120 volt house circuit, and 
need only be plugged into an 


_outlet. The heavier duty units 
‘can be easily wired into the 


house wiring system. Except in 
areas where electrical rates are 
low, electric heaters are some- 


that you can adjust the heater 
to go on when the room tem- 
perature reaches a certain point. 

Gas and oil fired space heaters 
are less expensive to operate 
than the electric ones but they 
do require more expensive in- 
stallations. These heaters sheuld 
have a chimney to vent the 
fumes to the outdoors. The pre- 
fab chimneys we talked about 
last week are ideal for this job 
for they are much cheaper than 
masonry units and do a good 


job. 

Gas and oil fired heaters are 
best to use for large areas that 
require a good deal of heat and 
where the location allows the 
installation of the chimney, 


Melting Chocolate 

If you have the cover-type of 
tea kettle, you can use it for 
melting chocolate. Have some 
water simmering in the kettle, 
after removing the cover and 
fitting a small bowl into the 
cover’s space, and put the choco- 
late in the bowl. Use a narrow

While I was visiting England, 
one of my cousins took me to a 
dwelling occupied by John Mil- 
ton in the seventeenth century. 
In thig brickhouse, in a town 
north of London, the famous poet 
spent much of his adult life. 

Milton was given a public of- 
fice by Oliver Cromwell, Several 
of his poems were received with 
favor, and his future seemed 
bright. 

Then, at the start of hig for- 


ties,,a misfortune started to 
com him. His eyesight weak- 
ened, and in a few years he be- 
came blind, 

But helped by an assistant and 
by his daughters, Milton dictated 
the greatest poems of his life, 
‘Paradise Lost” and ‘‘Paradise 
Regained.” 


“Paradise Lost”® was based 
partly, but not entirely, on pas- 
sages in the Old Testament. The 
poet made up various details, 

Lucifer may be called the vil- 
lain of the poem. His rebellion 
in Paradise is described, and we 
are told that he led a host of 
fallen angels with a million 
swords and ten thousand ban- 
ners. 

Milton goes on to say that 
Lucifer, the archange! who later 
was called Satan, fel! from 
heaven to hell in the space of 
nine days. His new realm con- 
tained a rocky desert and a lake 
of fire.
